Fire in a Tenement House 
in New York. 


Fifteen of the Inmates Fall Victims to 
the Flames. 


Many Others Injured by Jumping 
from Windows, 


Other Eastern News—A Big Day for Breaking

New York, Aug. 3.—[By the Associated 
Press.| Thirteen people were burned to 
death in a six-story brick building in the 
rear of No. 197 Bowery this afternoon, Six 
more were burned so badly that they will 
probably die. They were removed to va- 
rious hospitals. The house was a ram- 
shackle affair, hidden in the middle of the 
block, the only entrance to it being a nar- 
row alleyway from the Bowery. In the 
caged building lived about 150 people. Each 
of the six fleors was occupied by a single 


made clothing for acheap wholesale cloth- 
ing house, and employed from 15 to 20 men, 
women and children, in addition to his 
own family, in making up clothing. They 
were ali polish Jews, and employers and 
employed worked, ate and slept in the 
crowded rooms of the dingy tenement. 
About 4:15 o’clock this afternoon, while all 
the occupants of the building were busily 
at work in the closing hours preceding 
their Sabbath eve, flames broke out on the 
lower floor. The fire had, when discovered, 
already gained such headway that it was in 
full possession of the stairway, and escape 
by it seemed impossible. Many of the 
frightened inmates rushed down through 
the mass of flames and into the narrow 
courtyard 
WITH THEIR CLOTHES ABLAZE, 

and hands and bodies burned. Six of them 
were so severely burned that they were 
taken to the hospital and may die. There 
were fire-escapes on the front and rear of 
the house. They were perpendicul.r iron 
ladders running down the sides of the 
building, but before any of the inmates had 
tried to escape by them the flames had 
ascended through the house, end were 
reaching the front windows, so that descent 
by the fire-escapes was impossibie. One 
man, already balf-burned to death, leaped 


from a fifth-story window, and fell a man- 
by gted mass of flesh in the tittic 


Others jumped from the second-story win- 

dows, and escaped with bruises. The enor- 

mous crowds that had gathered shook with 

dread and sympathy, as some wounded 

shrieked and others groaned with pain, and 

then others feebly moaned out in anguish. 
FEARFUL 8CENES. 

One poor woman lay upon her back in a 
little store in the Bowery, with not only her 
clothing, but the hair of her head burned 
off. Itseemed as if she must be dead, but 
a slight upheaval of her bosom told that life 
still remained. She was unconscious, and 
the surgeon said that she would not live to 
1each the hospital. Another victim, a young 
girl, was delirious with pain. She was not 
so badly burned as others, but in her mad 
jump from one of the windows she had re- 
ceived internal injuries, and also a terribie 
gash in the side of her head, from which 
the blood rushed forth, giving her a ghastly 
appearance: She raved and screamed, and 
had to be held by two attendants while her 
wounds were being dressed. 

A. H. Sheldon; manager of the Peopfe’s 
Theater, on first discovering the fire, sent 
out an alarm, and the firemen responded, 
but when they arrived the flames already 
had complete session of the house, and 
nothing couid be done to save it and little 
to save its inmates. Charles W, Norman, 
property man of the People’s Theater, with 
several of his comrades, was carrying a 
small ladder, which was stretched overto a 
window of the burning building. A woman 
with her hair and clothing already ablaze, 
appeared and Norman called to her to cross 
the ladder. She cried back that she 
cou 

NOT LEAVE HER TWO ‘CHILDREN. 

Norman tried to cross over on the ladder, 
but the flames drove him back, and he could 
not save her. Afterward the charred body 
ofthe mother and two ebildren were found 
in the building. 
availed themselves of the ladder and es- 
caped to the roof of the theater. 
firemen had at last drowned the flames so 
that they could enter the house, 
searched floor by floor as they ascended, 
and on the third floor they foun 

THE BURNED BODIES 
of aman, woman and boy. On the fourth 
floor they found five bodies so badly burned 
that it was impossible to tell whether they 
were those of men or women. On thie fifth 
floor no bodies were found, but on the 
sixth floor five more bodies were found, 
and they also were burned so that it could 
not be told whether they were men or 
women, This made 13 bedies found inthe 
building. Those of two men, who leaped 
from a fifth-story window, increased the 
death list to 15, while 1t 1s feared that the 
death of some, if not all, of those in the 
hospital will make the number greater. 
Several of the bodies were burned 80 badly 
that they fell apart when they were re- 


moved, and the firemen were obliged to 


lower them from the windows in nets. 
SOME OF THE VICTIMS. 

The names of the dead as far as known 
are: Phillip Klople, 42 years old, who 
jumped from the fifth floor, and Mrs, Adelia 
Gruft and hertwo children, Joseph Mike 
and Celia, 6 years old. The mother is the 
woman who refused to escape because she 
would not desert her children, Her hus- 
bond escaped «vith an infant in his arms, 
and was almost crazy With grief at the loss 
of his wife and two other chiidren, 

Other bodies are at the morgue waiting 
indentification. 

The tire started on the first floor, in the 
apartment of Emma Stevenson, janitress 
of the building, and was caused by the ex- 
plosion of a kerosene oil stove.

Two years hence the famous Louisiana 
Lottery will have to close its doors to the 


public unless the managers of that institu- 


tion can induce the Legislature to grant 
them a new lease of life, which is not at all 
probable, although the owners of the game 
have offered te pay off the entire debt of 
the State if the Government will permit 
them to run another term of years. 

It is said on good authority that the insti- 
tution pays its owners about $500,000 a 
month, and this statement looks probable, 
when it is known that from £20,000 to $30,- 
000 find their way into the lottery treasury 
euch month of the year from Los Angeles 
alone, and every city in the Union con- 
tributes ina greater or less degree. This 
shows that the people of the United States 


are fast becoming a race of gamblers, and 


unless the legal brakes are put on there 
will be more than one Monte Carle 
in full blast very soon. That the people 
are becoming demoralized at a rapid rate, 
the tollowing statement will show: 

Some mouths ago John T. Gaffey, a 
prominent Democrat of this city and a 
member of the State Board of Equalization, 
learned that there isa chance tor the Lou« 
isiana Lottery to be closed at the expiration 
of two years. He at once put his thinking- 
— on and concocted a scheme to establis 
a big lottery game in Mexico, at Tia Juana, 
just across the line some 20 miles as the 
road runs from San Diego. 

He and his bosom friends, Walter S. Max- 
well, J. Downey Harvey, Henry Giliig and 
Fred Uarkness, met and talked the matter 
over and came tothe conclusion that they 
had diseovered a big thing.

THE EIGHTH DAY OF A LONG. 
DRAWN TRIAL. 


A Strong Effort to Impeach Lucas’s 
Reputation—A Too-fresh Witness 
Severely Reprimanded—Impeach. | 
ments Both Ways, and Some Very 
Piain Opinions. 


The trial of Detective Lucas was resumed 
yesterday morning at 10 o'clock, before 
Judge Cheney, department No, 1 of the 
Superior Court.

UNDER THE WHEELS. 


FATAL STREET-CAK ACCIDENT 
ON SPRING STREET. 


Jack Sheridan, a Hod Carrier, Tries 
to Walk Along the Sideboard and 
Falls Under the Car—A Large 
Family Bereaved. 


‘Another fatal street-car accident occurred 
last evening, this time on Spring street, 
About 7 o’clock a party of workmen were 
standing on the corner of Spring and Sec- 
ond streets waiting foracar, when No, 25, 
driven by W. H. Forrester, with Robert 
White conductor, passed going north. The 
men hailed the car, which slowed up, and 
Jack Sheridan, a hod carrier, aged about 40 
years, jumped on. Sheridan caught on the 
rear end of the car, which was crowded, as 
usual, at that time of the day, and, being 
unable to secure a seat, started for the 
front platform, walking along the side- 
board, and holding to the supports by one 
hand, his dinner pail and a bundle being in 
the other. The car wae going very slowly, 
and Sheridan had almost reached the front, 
when, by some jar or e—* his hold was 
broken, and he fell under the moving 
wheels, which passed over his chest, crush- 
ing it in, and also mangling one arm. The 
car was thrown from the track by the shock, 
and in a few seconds all was confusion. 
The streets were filled with people, and 
in a few minutes a crowd of several 
hundred had gathered about the scene of 
the accident, which was og | in front of 
Germain’s liquor store. The injured man 
was pulled out from under the car as soon 
as possible, and was found to be in a dying 
condition. Chief of Police Cuddy and sev- 
eral police officers had been attracted by 
the crowd, and they removed the man to 
the police station, where he breathed his 
last in a few minutes. The news of the ac- 
cident spread rapidly, and the police station 
was crowded with people, all anxious to get 
a look atthe dead man. He was removed 
to the back of the prison, however, and the 
crowd had to be content with what they 
could see through the grated doors. Shortly 
after Sheridan's death, the Coroner was 
notified, and word was sent to the dead 
man’s family, after which the body was re- 
moved to Orr & Sutch’s undertaking estab- 
lishment, whére the inquest will be held 
this morning. 

From friends of the dead man it was 
learned that he was married, and hada 
wife and four or five children, who lived 
near the Southern Pacific depot. Sheridan 
was a laborer, and had been at work on the 
new building now in course of construction 
at the corner of Spring and Seventh streets. 
He was on his way home when the accident 
occurred, and had a a parcel of sugar which 
he was evidently taking home. So far as 
could be iearned, no biame attached to 
either the street-car driver or conductor, as 
Sheridan was trying to walk along the side- 
board of the car, and had not rung the bell 
for it to stop. 

Later the driver of the car, Forrester, 
surrendered himself to the officers at the 
East Side station, and he was brought over 
and booked for criminal carelessness. The 
man was released on his own recognizance, 
to appear when wanted. He will probably 
he exonerated by the Voroner’s jury at the 
inquest this morning.

Labor Under Free Trade. 


In a few months the workingmen of 
this country will be called upon to de- 
cide whether they desire to live for the 
ensuing four years under a protective 
or a free-trade system. The Demo- 
crats may squeal, and squirm, and 
shift, and dodge, and try to avoid and 
obscure the issue in every possible 
manner, but they cannot change the 
facts. They are too palpable. The 
English journals unanimously recog- 
nize the import of the coming struggle 
and anxiously await the result. 

Such being the case, anything which 
tends to throw light upon the condition 
of the working classes in free-trade 
England is of interest just now. The 
Chief Inspector of Factories and \Work- 
shops in that country has issued his 
annual report tur the year ending Octo- 
ber 31, 1887. It is published by the 
English Government, and is, therefore, 
official. We are only able to give a 
few extracts from the reports of the 
sub-inspectors. Regarding the cotton 
trade, the inspector for Manchester 
and Warrington says: 


“For some years past, since about ‘the 
year 1876,the trade has been much de- 
pressed, owing to a variety of causes, of 
which the principal one is the increased 
severity of competition with the other 
countries where the conditions of labor are 
more favorable to cheap production, while 
many and in some cases aimost prohibitive 
duties are placed upon cotton goods exported 
from this country.” , 

The inspector in the iron district re- 
ports that iron-moulders are making 
$10.80 for seven and one-half days’ 
work; laborers, $4.50 to $4.80 fof seven 
and one-half days’ work. He adds: 

“Notwithstanding this comparatively 
favorable position, however, there are 
probably fewer classes of operatives amon 
whom there is greater real distress. This 
little varying wage is far from being or 
having been a continuous one. Periods of 
great exertion in this industry alternate 
with periods of complete idleness. ‘The re- 
sult is deteriorating and demoralizing, and 
poverty and misery prevail among them to 
a large extent.” 

In the iron ship-building trade a re- 
duction of from 10 to 450 per cent. in 
remuneration has taken place. The 
following shows the rate of weekly 
wages in a ship-building yard on the 
Clyde in 1882 and 1587:

down pauperism in some sections of 
that country. He cites the experience 
of the town of Dumbarton, the chief 
industry of which place is ship-build- 
ing and engineering, which industries 
have suffered from great depression 
during the past few years. Fortunate- 
ly, he says, there are in the neighbor- 
hood large print and dye works, in 
which large numbers of the women 
and girls of Dumbarton have found 
employment. These ‘‘fortunates’’ can 
earn, by a week’s hard labor, from $1.92 
to $2.40, to do which they have to walk 
daily three miles to and three miles 
from their toilsome task, yet they 
are happy to obtain such work to keep 
their families from starving. E 

The inspector for Birmingham says 
the gun trade is not prosperous; it is 
suffering from an ever increasing 
Belgium competition, and adds that 
“the abolition of protection in the 
United States would afford relief.’’ 
In the metal bedstead trade men earn 
$5.52 and women—for all have to work 
over there, no matter how rough the 
labor, in order to earn enough to keep 
the wolf from the door—$3.36. Making 
paper bags enables women to earn $2.40 
and girls 90 cents a week. Wood- 
turners average $7.20 a week. Boot 
and shoe makers earn: Men, $4.74 to 
$5.52; women, $2.66; young persons, 
$1.44 to $1.70 and children 48 cents per 
week. The glove industry has suffered 
much, the trade having largely gone to 
Italy, France, Belgium and Germany. 

Speaking of the social condition of 
the working classes in the large cities, 
the Chief Inspector sums up with the 
following gloomy and significant re- 
marks: 


“We have to face the difficulty of finding 
work and food for a town population, 
largely in exeess for any demand for their 
labor. I confess I can no other way 
likely to be permanently effective of meet- 
ing this trouble than a carefully considered 
system of State-aided emigr There is 
an increasingly strong opinion expressed 
by workingmen of all shades of politics in 


favor of a return to some nieasure of pro- 
tection.”

regulating commerce carried on by railroads 
or waterways between the United States 
and Canada. The committee is to report 
what legisiation is necessary for the protec- 
tion of the commercial interests of the 
United States and to promote the enforce- 
mentof the Interstate Commerce Act. 

Mr. Collum said that he had some days 
ago offered a resolution in the same line, 
but sisce then he has concluded tbat the in- 
‘vestigation should have a wider scope. He 
would not undertake to say in advance 
what the situation was, fully, but he had in- 
vestigated the subject enough to satisfy 
himself that the commercial interests of the 
United States, and he might also say its 
honor, demanded that something should be 
done to protect American interests against 
the encroachments of Canadian corpora- 
tions. 

Mr. Cullom referrel to the disadvantage 
of American roads under the interstate rez- 
ulation and closed as follows: ‘Ihe Amer- 
ican'people not only demand that Congress 
shall regulate commerce within the United 
States, butthat Congress and the Govern- 
ment shall take such steps as will protect 
them in the conduct of their commercial 
connections with any other government. If 
the treaty of 1571 is in the way, we have 
power to get rid of it. If any legislation is 
necessary, it is the duty of Congress to 
enact it.” | 

Mr. Gorman said that in 188, when the 
first bridge at Niagara was constructed, the 
Grand Trunk road was permitted to come 
and share our carrying trade. Congress 
passed an act permitting goods to pass in 
bond through American territory without 
paying duty. In other words there was an 
opening absolutely of free trade on that 
class of merchandise, and that stood 
today tnrepeaied. in 1871 when the treaty 
of Washington was made the American 
commissioners were outgeneraled in per- 
mitting the insertion of two or three words 
which gave the Canadian roads thé right to 
this transit until that treaty should be en- 
tirely abrogated. In 1884 the late Secretary 
Manning undertook to investigate the ques- 
tion, and said at once that there was only 
one way to settle the trouble between the 
British Government and ourselves, and that 
was to strike out these transportation ats. 
‘That done, Secretary Manning said, we 
should get all the rights demanded for our 
fishermen and required for the interests of 
the United States, and he absolutely, by 
order, prohibited the transit of goods; but 
when the law officers came to examine the 
question they advised him he had no right 
tu prevent this transit. While we acted in 
perfect good faith and permitted Canadian 
cars to pass freely, the Canadians have been 


acting against us in every particular. It 
has been stated upon the highest authority 
that by secret arrangements and drawbacks 
on both railceads and canals, the trans- 
portation of wheat and other products of 
the Northeast has been carried on in Cana- 
dian vessels, driving out American vessels. 
The British Government had given the 
Canadian Pacific road sufficient money 
to build it through a barren wilderness. 
The road had been extended to Puget Sound 
in perfect operation, but it would have 
been comparatively valueless if it could not 
obtain a foothoid in the United States. So 
they obtained from Maine, Vermont and 
other States bordering on the Canadian 
country charters to American organizations 
for the construction of railroads with money 
which the British Government or Canadian 
Governament had given as subsidies, and 
the States of Maine and Vermont today are 
being used for purposes of diverting this 
commerce from American ports. They are 
building today through the State of Maine 
a road which will hot only enable the Can- 
adian Pacific to gato Halifax and compete 
for the trade of the Northwest, but will 

ive them the advantage of at least two 

ays’ time between Japan and Liverpool 
over American lines, and this means the 
absolute monopoly of that trade. 

Mr. Gorman reada table of distances show- 
ing that the route tcom Yokohama to Liver- 
pool via the Canadian Pacific, and new lines 
now,in process of building through States, 
wil over 1100 miles shorter than by the 
American lines. The temptation offered 
by these subsidies has been too 

reat for our American citizens, In 

oore’s Manual would be found the names 
of American citizens who had associated 
themse! ves in this enterprise, as, of course, 
they hada perfect right todo. Some of the 
most distinguished men in the United 
States, some of whom are candidates for 
high offices, even the second office in the 


Government, might be found to be direc- 
tors of the Canadian Pacific. Mr. Gorman 


here read a list of officers and directors of 


the road. Among the directors appeared 
of Levi P, Morton and William 
cott. 
Mr. Gorman admitted it was time for the 
Almerican Congress, without regard to 
rty, to recogniza this condition of affairs. 
he Canadian Pacific Railroad was reach- 
ing into the United States by franchise and 
by building railroads in this country. For 
instance, there were lines from Sault S 
Marie to Duluth, which were to be feeders 
to the Canadian Pacific. In addition to ail 
that, the British Government or Canadian 
Government recently subsidized a line of 
steamers to China and Japan for the pur- 
se of securing the commerce 
ween those countries and the 
United States and Europe. What- 
ever might be the exact facts 
in the matter all Senators would agree that 
whatever could be done consistently with 
the relations between the two governments 
and undér the Constitution of the United 
States ought to be done, so that commerce 


States shall be carried on by American 
roads instead of Canadian roads, ‘The pur- 
pose of the recent subsidy, £60,000 a year, 


to the line of three steamships on the Pa- 


cific from the western terminals of the Can- 
adian Pacific, was to give the Canadian 
Pacific business which would naturally 
come to the Union Pacific, Northern Pacific 
or Southern Pacific, and the result so far 
has been that 42 per cent. of the tea con- 
sumed by this country is carried by the 
Canadian Pacific. 

Mr. Hoar inquired as to the fact of sub- 
sidized steamers being convertible into 
ships of war. 

r. Edmunds: The British Government 
always requires that. 

Mr. Mitchell: { can give another item. 
This subsidized line of steamers is bring- 
ing in Chinese at the rate of 4000 a month. 
They are flowing down in a very great va- 
riety of streams into the United States 
through British Columbia. 

Mr. Mitchell said that if the Senator from 
Maryland had taken the names of the di- 
rectors of a western road which had lately 
fallen into the hands of the Canadian Pa- 
cific, he would have found the name of the 
chairman of the Democratic National Exec- 
utive Committee. 

Mr. Gorman said he had no doubt of it, 
but that gentleman was not a candidate for 
office. e did not believe there ought to 
be any partisanship on this question, but as 
the Senator from Oregon brought it out so

A lengthy discussion, principally of a po- 
litical nature, then ensued between Messrs, 
Gorman and Edmunds. During its continu- 
ance, Mr. Edmunds said that there was one 
thing that might be taken as true on both 
sides of the chamber, and that was that the 
nye geography of the globe could not 

changed either by the St. Louis or Chi- 
cago platform, or by President Cieveland, or 
by his suecessor, President Harrison. If 
cods could be carried cheaper between 
iverpool and Hong Kong across Canada, 
commerce would seek that route, but be- 
side the physical facts of geography the 
physical condition of climate played its 
art, and no government could change it. 
le believed, therefore, that his honorable 
friend (Mr. Gorman) was immensely wrong 
in saying that the Canadian Pacific line, 
whether going through Maine or not, could 
ever compete with the American Pacific 
lines without going to ruin, unless sustained 
by its Government. There were seven 
montus in the year when the transportation 
of 1,000,000 chests of tea or 1,000,000 boxes 
of siiks would not cost balf as much by the 
American lines as by other lines, and when 
to that was added the fact that the Ameri- 
can lines were capable of doing and were 
doing an immense local business, any 
American citizen who lashed himself into 
a great fever on the subject of competition 
for the Asiatie trade was falling into an im- 
mense delusion. It was true that so long 
as money could be found to run the Can- 
adian line at a loss, and to carry goods at 
half cost, it might be done, andthe United 
States could not helpit. It had to be said, 
however, that the contrast between the 
overnments of the United States and 
;reat Britain, in regard to encouraging 
irade, commerce and manufactures, was 
very great. The British Government sub- 
sidized railways and steamships and estab- 
lished colonies and consulates, and resented 
and demanded instant reparation for any 
wrongs to its subjects. The Governinent of 
the United States, as at present constituied, 
did not do that. ' 

Mr. Cullom closed the discussion by de- 
claring in conclusion that if it were neces- 
sary that the flag of the American nation 
should float over Canada in order to protect 
the American people, he should be in favor 
of it before the subject was got through 


with. 

The resolution was then adopted without 
division. 

The resolution of yesterday fixing the 
hour of daily meeting at 11 a.m. was 
adopted—yeas 24, nays 23;-and the resolu- 
tion offered by Mr. Gray that when the 
Senate adjourns today, it be till Monday, 
was also adopted. 

The Senate then proceeded to consider 
the fisheries treaty in open executive ses- 
sion, and was addressed by Mr. Teller in 
opposition to its ratification. He said that 
in all the annals of history no nation had 
been so regardless of the rights of others as 
the English Nation. He did not know that 
he agreed with the statement of the Sen- 
ator from Virginia (Mr. Riddleberger) that 
this would never be a free nation until she 
had whipped England for a third time, but 
he did know that the United States would 
never be a free nation unless it asserted 
that which belonged to it, and unless it was 
ready and willing to stand up for that 
which the treaty of 1783 recognized, 
whether that were its boundaries or its in- 
dependence. ‘The histo:y of England jus- 
tified the declaration of Jefferson that she 
would destroy the liberties of the world 
that she might sell a bale of fur. She was 
today legislating forthe purpose of putting 
subjects of hers on trial ina court unknown 
to law, aad was sending her brightest and 
best men to jail for simply ap- 
pearing at a pubiic to protest 
against wrongs suffered atthe hands of the 
power of that great nation. The oe 
of the United States would get their rights 
peaceably if they could, forcibly if they 
Pmust. Fearof waror fear that England 

could destroy 8500,000,000 worth of property 
on the sea coast and lakes, would not deter 
the American people from demanding what 
was theirs, and what their fathers had 
bought with their blood. As tothe remarks 
made by Mr. Morgan that the Senators on 
the Democratic side; two-thirds of them men 
whe had been Confederates, were patriots, 
while the Republicau Senators were parti- 
sans. Mr. Teller said they would not fool 
any one. That had been heard before and 
since the war. It wasthe great American 
heart that had endured all hardships and 
burdens of war, and that had brought those 
people (the Confederates) back.

California's Chinese Population Foots 
Up to 200,000. 

SAN FrRANcisco, Aug. 3.—| By the Asso- 
eiated. Press.| Collector Hager has com- 
piled a statement of arrivals and departures 
of Chinese at this port since 1852, showing 
that the grand total of arrivals for the 37 
years has been 366,636, with 179,095 depart- 
ures. The number of Chinese leaving this 
port in 1887 was about 2000 less thaa in 
1886, while the arrivals, on the other hand, 
show an increase of nearly 5000 over 1886. 
Up to the present date there have been 7422 
arrivals during the quarter, and 1731 de- 
partures. He does not take into account 
the number smuggled’over the border from 
British America, nor arrivals from New 
York and other States. It is estimated that 
over 200,000 Chinese are 1n the State.

AN OLD OROOK. 


Detectives After a Train-robber Who 
Figured in Texas. 

CuiIcaGco, Aug. 3,—|By the Associated 
Press.| United States detectives left this 
city for San Francisco on Sunday for the 
purpose of arresting William Rains, alias 
Raymond, alias Colby, a Baptist minister, 
spiritualist, medium, gambler and train-rob- 
ber, for whom they have been searching 
since 1877. They expect to reach San Fran- 
cisco today, and arresthim at once at 45 
Sixth street, where he is now playing the 
roie of a slate-writing medium. The officers 
allege that in 1872 he robbed a mail car 
near Austin, Tex., binding and gagging the 
clerk and securing $3000. 

ln 1875, under the name of Rains, he held 
a successful revival meeting in.

Rains pleaded illness, and was not present. 
The mail car was robbed of $1000. Rains 
was arrested, convicted and sentenced to 
four years’ imprisonment for the crime. In 
prison he developed all the symptoms of 
consumption, and was finally pardoned by 
President Hayes in 1877, and disappeared 
completely foratime. Subsequently he ap- 
peared as a slate-writing and materializing 
medium in New York and Chicago. Last 
week détectives located him in San Fran- 
cisco, and left, as stated, for the purpose of 
taking him into custody. | 


HEAVY STORMS.

P suffice it to say that the injured 
husband has letters which show the 
exact status of the case from the 
erring but repentant wife,in which 
she hints that she bad found greater 
and more pleasing affiliations in other 
directions than her own home, ac- 
knewledyes her error, wants the in- 
censed and justly-indignant husband 
to take good care of her deserted 
child,. a boy of about 6 years of 
age, and above all things not 
to tell her mother of her escapade, 
as such a recital would well nigh cause 
the death of her aged parent.
